In Corporation Book No. 1, page 377, 
you will find that there has been a 
corporation formed that is a non-stock 
concern and that you can’t sue any of 
the members individually if they fail 
to deed the property back to Morgan 
county. They have no capital stock and 
no property other than the Morgan 
County High School and Grounds, at 
West Liberty; Cannel City High School 
and Grounds, Cannel City; and the 
Crockett High School and Grounds, 
at Crockett. 

In Deed Book 67, page 530, you will 
find one of the deeds for the Morgan 
County High School, West Liberty, Ky., 
and there are three other deeds filed 
for record. If this is not true then we 
will quit the race for the Board of Edu¬ 
cation. There is a mortgage that is filed 
but it is made by the Corporation and 
not by the County Board of Education. 

The salary of the superintendent was 
set at $100 per month and James W. 
Davis was hired and resided, and Ova 
O. Haney was appointed. It has been 
raised under the pretense that they 
have hired the superintendent as secre¬ 
tary of the board until he is now re¬ 
ceiving $182.50 per month. The assist¬ 
ant or attendance officer was hired at 
$100 per month and he has had his 
salary raised until he is getting $140 
per month. They have a steno^apher 
whose salary they have never published 
and there have been a number of other 
people working in the superintendent’s 
office. We don’t know who pavs them 
as they have never published a nnaniiial 
statement showing what they are doing 
with the taxpayers’ money. 

Ova 0. Haney is the first superin¬ 
tendent who left the office provided for 
the countv superintendent in the court¬ 
house and has taken $200 a year of your 
tax money to pay for a suite of offices.
